Examiner's Statement of Reason for Allowance 

Claims 2-18 (now 1-17) are allowable over the prior art of records. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Claims 4,12, and 18 are allowable over the prior art of record because the 
Examiner found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any 
motivation to combine any of the said prior arts. 

The primary reason for allowance for claim 4,12, and 18 is the inclusion of sending said 
system firmware test functions to said machine under test, starting bring-up tool debug test 
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functions responsive to said user request, and identifying a failure in said machine under test 
with said system firmware test function, stopping said system firmware test functions, and 
notifying said host computer in conjunction with the rest of the limitation set forth in the claim. 

The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed because they are 
dependent upon one of the claim mentioned above.
